An Art Not Confined to the^North 
American Indian. 


ANGLERS’ FLIES. 


Th«

Some Indians Removed the Skin of the 
Entire Head. Including the H air and 
Beard 
of 
Their 
Victim — Ears 
and 
Hands Also Served For Trephies. 


The art 
of scalping has declined 
owing to the severe pains and penalties 
dealt out to its practitioners In the va­ 
rious states of North America. 
It was 
in a certain sense a product of Euro­ 
pean settlement, for it 
would never 
have become so widespread bad it not 
been for the white man. 
Scalping is commonly considered a 
custom belonging exclusively to the 
North Am erican 
Indian. 
This is a 
mistake. It is found in South America, 
and Herodotus mentions ir as having 
been practiced among the Scythians. 
B u t as the old Greek traveler’s book 
was not published 
until 
1502 
it is 
probable 
that 
scalping 
appeared 
to 
the early explorers of America as a 
new thing. 
It was tirst described* by 
Francisco do (Jurey. who in 1520 came 
across it in his ¡11 fated expedition to 
Panuco. 
He found that the Indians 
removed the skin of the entire head, 
including the hair and beard. 
In 1535 
Jnques Cartier wrote an account of a 
scalping party which is more typical 
of the custom as usually found. 
From 
tiiis time on It is described by many 
writers, notably Captain John Smith 
and Champlain. 
The Indians themselves were uncer­ 
tain as to the use of keeping tin ene­ 
m y’s scalp, except that they felt it 
would hurt him in some way. 
Some 
said it put hint in the power of the 
owner of the scalp, others that it ban­ 
ished 
him 
from tlie happy 
hunting 
grounds, 
while still 
others 
believed 
that it annihilated him. 
In the opinion of George Frederlci. 
whose monograph may be consulted in 
the Smithsonian institution report of 
.1006, scalping is 
a 
modification 
of 
head hunting, a practice indulged in 
by many savages. 
There is a prim itive 
notion that the possession of a token 
or portion of a man gives one a power 
over that man. 
To keep the bead of 
an enemy puts him In your power, the 
savage thinks. 
But it is often incon­ 
venient to carry so large u thing as a 
head 
A sgiaka r token Is therefore sub­ 
stituted. 
This statement would seem 
to lie borne out by the following facts: 
Many American Indians did not fol­ 
low the practice oi scalping, notably 
those of the north, adjoining the Es­ 
kimo, the Frazer river Indians and 
1 He Algonquin» of New Jersey. Nearly 
ali of these practiced head hunting. A 
transition period 1$ represented by the 
Caddocs of Texas, where the men took 
the scalps and the women at a ynore 
convenient period collected the heads. 
Some tribes in California secured, in­ 
stead of scalps, the eyes of their ene­ 
mies, which were preserved in some 
way. while others in .Mexico selected 
the ears for their trophy, probably fol­ 
lowing the lead of the Spaniards, who 
lopped 
off ears 
as 
punishment 
for 
crime. 
The Hudson river Indians used to 
preserve hands, probably in imitation 
of the Hutch, who in the so called 
Esopus w ar gave a bounty for Indian 
hands. Around tlie sources ot the Mis­ 
souri the Lew is and Clark expedition 
found the custom of preserving scalps 
replaced by that of preserving fingers. 
in northern Mexico the custom of 
focal ping 
prevailed, 
hut 
toward 
the 
south It was replaced by head hunting, 
lit South America there a re two locali­ 
ties where it still flourishes. 
One of 
these is northern Argentina’ and Para­ 
guay. where it gives signs of being in­ 
digenous, as it differs in many ways 
from the practice of North A m erica 
It is also found around Guiana, proba­ 
bly introdu ed bv t h e Indian slaves 
brought from Florida. 
The Hurt.a Iro q u o is have been ac­ 
credited wi h ihe invention of scalp­ 
ing, but u n less it arose Independently 
in several places it much more likely 
originated 
in 
Florida, where it 
was 
first discovered hv 
Europeans. 
Con­ 
tact vvilli a higher grade of culture 
gave a tremendous impetus to the cus­ 
tom. 
Previous to the Spanish discovery 
the weapons of the Indians had been 
■very simple, being manufactured from 
stone, bones, shells or even reeds. The 
tribal 
wars, though numerous, were 
seldom bioody. and with such primi­ 
tive means the braves found it both 
aw kw ard and dangerous to remove the 
scalp of a fallen enemy. 
But 
the 
Europeans 
brought 
with 
them firearms and iron knives. 
The 
former increased a 
hundredfold the 
number of those killed in battle, while 
the latter made the process of scalping 
an easy one. 
Besides this, the whites 
encouraged 
the custom 
by 
offering 
bounties for scalps. 
The first premium of this nature was 
offered in 1637 by the Puritans, who 
gave a payment for every Indian head, 
the custom of scalping not having yet 
reached New England. 
Bu t by the 
tim e of K ing Ph ilip ’s war it was in 
full blast, and in 1675 the Connecticut 
legislature 
offered 
large 
prizes 
for 
* scalps. 
One Hannah Dustin received 
£5 0 and other substantial gifts for hav­ 
ing secured with her own hands the 
scalps of two Indian men. two wom­ 
en and six children —S t Paul Pioneer 
Press.

Ransacked 
For Feathars 


and H airs to Make Them. 


There are trout and salmon fishers 
who pay several thousand dollars a 
year for the "flies" alone. 
Fe w per- 
sons can learn to tie artificial flies— ! 
knotting hairs that can hardly be seen 
—so the skilled fly maker commands 
high wages. 
The materials, too, are 
costly, for the earth is ransacked for 
feathers and ly lrs , and one hair wrong 
makes "nil the difference.” 
The business done in mouse whisk­ 
ers is considerable, for they are used 
In the making of a wonderful fly, the 
"gray knat," and they are expensive, ; 
costing 
nearly 
2 cents 
a 
whisker, j 
Trout 
rise 
much 
better 
at 
mouse j 
whisker flies thau at the same "gnat” 
dressed in junglecock hackles, which 
look much like them. 
Bears' eyebrows, being stiff and ex­ 
actly the right shade, are used In a fly 
that has killed quantities of salmon. 
These eyebrows come from the H im a­ 
layan brown bear and cost about $1.50 
a set. 
There are agents all over the world 
searching tropical forests for the right 
birds to supply fly hackles. One of tho 
most sought after skins is that of the 
rare 
"green 
screamer,” 
an 
African 
bird about the size of a hen. which has 
a tiny bunch of feathers on each shoul­ 
der that is worth $15 a bunch to the 
fly maker. 
One of those birds sup­ 
plies only feathers enough to make 
rings for half a dozen flies. 
There is no lim it to the enthusiasm 
of tin artistic fly tier, who w ill use 
hair from his own eyelashes to finish 
off tin "extra special” fly. Babies’ hair 
is much sought after if it Is of the 
right shade-golden yellow —for all the 
lighter salmon flies, and one curl w ill 
make a dozen first class files. 
It takes an expert only fifteen min­ 
utes to turn out it fly which consists 
of a tiny hook with wings of Egyptian 
dove feather, legs of fox hair and a 
body of mouse fur wound around with 
a thread of yellow silk. 
A carelessly 
made fly will have neither legs nof 
“ feelers," but the true expert odds the 
legs a ml puts on a pair of long “ feel­ 
ers” of cat hair, white ot the tips. All 
these tiny details will be exactly In 
their places and so firmly tied to the 
hook that the (ly will take half a dozen 
strong fish and be none the worse.— 
Chicago Tribune.

A GAMBLER^S RING. 


W hen Its Owner Deals the Cards Are 


an Open Boo«k. 
A curious rlug seen recently is one 
that belongs to a gambler, one of the 
most famous card players in the U n it­ 
ed States. 
It is a heavy gold band af­ 
fair and is exactly five-eighths of an 
inch wide. 
Running around the baud 
in such a way as to completely circle 
It is a row of five small signets. 
Each 
one of these is worked in gold In the 
form of a shield. 
These shields are 
polished on their surface and bear no 
marking of any sort. 
Inside the ring and grooved into its 
out er circle 
is 
a not tier 
gold circle. 
W hen the ring is put on the operator’s 
finger by a slight movement it is pos­ 
sible to slide the outside band around 
on tiie inner one. 
The instant this is 
done from 
under one of 
the sir.ill 
shields appears a minute mirror. 
This 
m irror is a scant quarter inch in diam ­ 
eter. 
W hen the operator sits in at a game 
of cards be w ears the ring on the little 
finger of his right hand. 
W hen lie slides the cards off the pack 
as he deals this little mirror comes d i­ 
rectly under the card that is being 
d ealt 
The dealer, looking down at bis 
hands as be deals, secs each card as it 
comes off the pack 
He knows each 
card that he has dealt and exactly 
who has the card. 
As the dealer puts the pack down by 
a movement either slow or fast it is a 
perfectly simple matter to give the 
ring a slight rub. sliding <t back Into 
its original position. 
Tiie mirror, even 
when it is exposed. Is alw ays on the 
Inside of the hand and concealed from 
every one. 
A fter long practice it is 
possible to pull every card off the pack 
in such a manner that it will reflect in 
the exact center of the mirror. —Boston 
Post.

merit. 
Only Pure Bred Sires Should Be Used. 
Ah has been pointed out before, tin- 
calf may have a good sire and n good 
mother but still, owing to the fact that 
some place back in IiIh pedigree three 
to five generations there may be a 
very pooi individual whose character­ 
istics he is almost as liable to repro­ 
duce as he ia those characteristics of 


ters rather than permitting them to 
be fed In a light place.

born, it should remain the first two 
or three days with its mother or un­ 
til such time as the inflammation has 
left the udder of the dam.

In Scotland and Holland where the 
mak ing of veal Is carried on for profit 
largely, they have systems of feeding 
churucteriatie of the cows, 
in Scot­ 
land the younger calves tire permitted 
to m use the first milk from the cow, 
tak ing as much as they care for; the 
oilier calves are given that which re­ 
mains 
tht* last milk or 
the 
milk 
which is always the richecu 
In Hol­ 
land the calves as soon as born are 
placed in very narrow stalls whore 
they cannot turn 
around 
although 
they can lie aiul stand comfortably. 
Three times a day the calves are given 
all the milk they can drink . 
During 
tin* period of eight to ten week s of 
fattening, these calves drink on an 
average of about thirty-four pounds 
of milk a day, but where fed so large­ 
ly it is necessary to give them finely 
ground shells and sand 
to 
prevent 
scours 
In both of these countries the 
calves are k . pt in a warm, dry barn 
in t tails that are we41 bedded and k ept 
dark . 
It is believed that in feeding 
for veal calves will do better 
u p*1 
produce a better quality of veal whet* 
they are confined in dark ened liUUi-

the y are 
Iwnys willing to tak e milk 
from the pull with a little coaxing. 
For the first two week s especially of 
the ealfT pfe it should receive warm, 
new milk from its mother as soon as 
drawn. 
It should always be borne in 
mind that young calves should never 
receivt 
cold 
milk and >1 
for 
some 
cause or other the milk becomes cold 
it should be heated up to a tem pera­ 
ture of !'0 degrees before being fed. 
Much of 
t ¡e calf colie and scours, 
from the * fleets of which many calves 
die, is caused by feeding milk that is 
cold. 
Warm Milk Essential. 
During 
the first two week s 
there 
should be nothing added but the milk 
given warm direct from the mother. 
During this time care should be tak en 
not to overfeed the calf. 
A good rule 
to follow is to feed five pounds of 
the warm milk night and morning if 
the c< w in being mUk ed only twice a 
day, but this is not the best plan be­ 
cause whin the calf is permitted to 
remain with the mother it will bo no- 
tfced that it tak es nourishment very 
often and many times during the day. 
In this way it receives only a small 
amount at a time and the liability of 
i sick ening is much h sa. 
Calves will 


do much better where they are fed 
at least three times a day, of course, 
in order to do this the cow 
must be 
milk« ‘d that many times. In dairy dis­ 
tricts dairy cows have been bred 
up 
to the point where it Is absolutely 
necessa ry to milk them 
when fresh 
three times a day because of the larg e 
amount of milk which they 
produce. 
Feeding of Skim Milk. 
In this way by the time the calf is 
4 0 days old he is fak ing all sk immed 
milk and his ration is very inexpens­ 
ive. 
At the time when the sk immed 
milk in gins to he added to the ra­ 
tion, cntf scours and colic are very 
liable to occur. 
To eliminate this 
danger it is advisable to 
feed blood 
flour with the milk . 
There 
aro two 
, advantages in feeding this 
flour. 
The 
first which has been suggested is to 
eliminate the danger of scours and it 
is doubtful whether or not there is 
anything that is more efficient for this 
purpose. 
In the second 
place, 
the 
blood flour adds a great deal of pro­ 
tein and hone phosphate which is util­ 
ized for the purpose of growing bone 
and muscle and giving size to the calf. 
To k eep the youngster in good condi­ 
tion a gruel made of oil meal or flax­ 
s e e d cook ed with hot water and fed 
in small amounts with tlws milk is 
valuable in that it contains a great 
deal of fat to replace thn’ which has 
been removed by the separator. When 
the calf is between four and six week s 
old it will begin to tak e feed of a 
solid nature, tho first evidences 
of 
which will he that the calf will nibble 
at clover hay if the opportunity is af- 
forded. At this time such feeds should 
bo supplied. 
Nev er Ov erfeed the Calf. 
When the calf has reached the age 
of two months tho milk ration can be 
slightly increased. 
Up to this time it 
should never exceed ten or 
twelve 
pounds daily. Mistak es are more often 
made in feeding the calf too 
much 
milk than in feeding it not 
enough. 
Any changes that are made should be 
gradual. 
Radical changes always re­ 
sult iri throwing the calf off feed by 
sick ening It either with scours, calf 
colic or some other of the diseases to 
which young calves are susceptible. 
The milk should never ho Increased 
more than by a pound a day and it 
should be borne In mind that the calf 
should never receive more than twen­ 
ty pounds of milk In a day at any age. 
Too many feeders believe that 
the 
quality that is lost by removing the 
fat can be replaced by greatening the 
quantity. 
This is a mistak e for even 
though the calf had the 
power 
of 
drink ing 100 pounds of sk immed milk 
it would not receive- as much fat as it 
would from one pound of whole rich 
milk . 
Summing up, then, tho proper way 
to raise the calves is to feed them 
from ten to not 
exceeding 
twenty 
pounds of milk daily and replace the 
nutrients which have been removed 
bv the separator with a grain ration 
which is palatable and acceptable to 
the calf, and then allow the youngster 
to derive the remainder of nutrients 
from alfalfa or clover hay. 
Keep Calves in Good Quarters. 
The management of the calf has as 
much to do with its welfare as does 
the feeding. 
As a rule, calves in 
dairy districts are born in the fail be­ 
cause the cows can be milk ed and the 
calves 
raised 
during 
the 
winter 
months when the farmer has more 
times and also because ho realizes 
that the cow which freshens in the 
fall will produce 20 per cent, more 
milk 
and 
butter-fat than 
the 
cow 
which freshens in the spring. 
Owing 
to this the calf is k ept in the barn 
during the first six months of his life. 
It should be k ept in a stall which is 
roomy, dry, well-bedded, 
well-venti­ 
lated, with plenty of light. 
Under 
these conditions, ho receives sufficient 
exercise 
nnd 
k e>*ps 
in 
a 
healthy, 
thrifty condition so as to grow well. 
<*u the other hand. If the calf is k ept 
in a stall that Is dark or dam p or ¡11 
ventilated, he is very liable to be­ 
come affected with one of the two 
dozen ills to which the calf is sus­ 
ceptible and will die. 
On bright days 
after the calf has reached the age of 
four week s he should be turned out 
to play even though the weather is 
cold, because tin* exercise and the 
fresh air and sunshine he receives is 
greatly beneficial to him. 
An hour 
of such treatm ent daily is excellent, 
but the calf should not be allowed to 
remain out long enough to become 
■old and chilled, for herein again lies 
another danger. 
After the winter has 
passed and springtime comes the calf 
will give little more trouble, for it has 
reached the size and age when 1t can 
get a large portion of its subsistence 
from the grasses of the pasture, but 
for the first year it should not be com­ 
pelled to live entirely on grass. 
The 
digestive apparatus of the calf has not 
yet become sufficiently developed to 
permit of the consumption of enough 
nutrients 
from 
feed 
containing 
so 
much water as does grass. 
For this 
reason Is should he given a ration of 
corn, oats, bran, and oil meal twice 
daily for the first year at least and 
then, of course, during tho second 
winter it should be carried through 
on a ration composed largely of rough­ 
age, such as clover hay, alfalfa hay, 
corn silage, etc.. with a slight amount 
of concentrated feeds, in order to de­ 
velop to tht* greatest degree the di­ 
gestive apparatus. 
Halves raised un- 
(ft*r these conditions will mak e large 
growth, and by tho time they have 
reached the age of two years they will 
have the size, stamina, reserve force 
and power to freshen; and with the 
good breeding and productive powers 
ot their ancestors they should produce 
profitably even the first year, and if 
the owner continues with his g(*>d 
care and feeding he has reason to be 
disappointed if they do not produce 
for him at least 250 pounds of butter 
in their two-year-old form. 
Lik ewise 
is he In a position to compliment him­ 
self If these results are attatnuu.
